Of .ininiaU we had eiyht horses, nine

lii'sides the personal baggago 


of tin tourists, consisting of trunks, va- 
lises, i tc., there were in our camp a com- 
plete out lit of beds and bedding, five 
tables « dozen or so of Turkish ruga, a 
store mid u full supply of cooking uten- 
sils, an el.iborate tablescrviee, all require- 
ments for the toilet, a kitchen tent, a 
saloon lent, three sleeping tents and two 
Binnlli r tent*, an abumlanceof provisions 
and ,my quantity of smaller items too 
ninni rons to mention. 


Tlie ramp is divided into two parts, 


onetiiveling for the accommodation of 
the si ;htseei-s, the other to cater to their 
necessities of rcfrc.ihinentuntl repo.se. Of 
these the former is the smaller, consist- 
ing only of the tourists themselves, the 
dragoman, the sheik and two waiters, 
who carry with them the lunch tent. 
These two di\ isions of tho camp never 
move together, the larger one of them 
preceding the louri.ils ill order to make 
read\ for the night. As soon as the 
part\ arrives at a camping pi nee after 
the d ly's travel they dismount and re- 
pair lo their tents, where they find 
ever.Mhing in readiness for their com- 
fort. 
The sleeping tents are richly dec- 


orateii willi Kgyptian needlework, are 
carried with soft, thick Turkish rugs 
laid on the bare ground, and each 
contains one or two iron bedsteads, 
a 
I:i ile. 
furniture 
for 
the 
toilet, 


candl sticks, etc. 
It presents a home- 


like, i n v i t i n g appearance. The general 
progi inline for the day is about as fol- 
lows .Morning call at C. Half an hour 
later breakfast, consisting of egi^s and 
chop., bread, butter, jam and cotl'ce. At 
7 the members of the party are on horse- 
back ready for their journey. 
After 


four hours'ride we dismount for lunch- 
eon, when the lunch lent is quickly 
raised, a rug is spread on Uu ground, 
over t his is laid a dainty table cloth, and 
on this is spread cold chicken, hard 
boiled ctrgs, wirelines, bread, oranges, 
nuts, rai.sins and cheese. The tourists 
recline while they eat and drink in ori- 
ental fashion, ami help themselves to 
what lies before them on plates of agate 
ware 
Kverything served is fresh and 


excell'-nt in quality, and there is plenty 
of it but it is found tiresome by the 
Amei icans who long for variety. The 
regul.ir repetition of the same dishes 
goon so pullsoii theappelite that the mere 
thoti- lit of chicken and eggs causes con- 
vulsions of the stomach. 
While the 


tourists are taking their lunch the larger 
part of the encampment, which is not 
packi il in the morning until after the 
tourists have left, passes by and proceeds 
to tin next camping place. At half past 
1 travel is resumed. Three hours more 
in tin' saddle, and one feels ready for 
another me.nl. Even the most dyspeptic 
person is willing for dinner, which hap- 
pily is invariably a irood one.

lilvYHOl T, rty ria.Dcc. 23, 'iBS9.—Wo had 


spent a ft «• days in Jeriis'alt'in, had seen 
lirtlili'hcin, washed in the Dead sea and 
bathed in this Jordan, anil were ready 
for u lon<: journey on horseback through 
Palestine and Syria; but before leaving 
Jerusalem Dr. Talma^e made a second 
\ isit lo Calvary and other sacred scenes 
in and ne ir tho Holy City, ha i-ing addi- 
tional notes tolake for bis Lifeof Christ. 
In order to accompli-,]! this work effect- 
ively he tool; breakfast at 
5 ill tho 


morning, and an hour later was out and 
busy with his observations. lie felt that 
he must \ iMt the tower of Davi 1, which 
reaches liiyh above neighboring build- 
ings. An open fcpace stands before this 
great structure, which ij entered through 
an archu ly ornamented with pinnacles. 
Most of what was once the 
arched 


space has been built up, and one goes 
through !' comparatively small gateway 
into tiie building, walking on a cause- 
way slightly higher than the stony street 
of the spac'ooulside. There aro stairs on 
the outsido of the great tower, which 
lead up half way to the top. The re- 
mainingt-tairs are inside. Ilavinggained 
the top one finds a parapet for safety, 
and looks out upon the city from a point 
of decided \antage. Tho history of the 
structure is not perfectly known. What 
of carpenter's work thcrejs in it is mod- 
ern. Evidences of work by Crusaders 
are revealed in tho tnasonr}', but it may 
lie that the massive foundation actually 
represent-, in part the period of the great 
king. Il"re, says tradition, it was that 
he received the news of Absalom's death. 
Taking out his ISible Dr. Talmage read 
aloud Un' story of how the handsome 
prince stole the hearts of the men of Is- 
rael, of Ins rebellion and his terrible fate. 
A squad of Turkish soldiers, the tower 
being used as an arsenal, surrounded the 
reader as tho beautiful narrative flowed 
from his lips. To them it was an un- 
meaning show, but not the less a diver- 
sion from the.tedium of their life, and 
lo the doctor's friends a rare treat, the 
associations of the s[)ot giving an addi- 
tional interest to his appreciative and 
delightful elocution. 
\Ve next visited 


the wailing place of the Jews, where we 
found abmit forty of the faithful wail- 
ing, moaning and mourning because of 
the destruction of Ihe temple and im- 
ploring Ji-hovuli with impassioned earn- 
estness for its restoration. 
A number of 


men. women and children were engaged 
in chanting the ninetieth psalm. Sosin- 
cere and earnest were they in their 
lugubrious devotions, the tears coursing 
dow n thrir pale cheeks, that Dr. Tal- 
mage said ho himself felt like weeping 
\\illi Ihei'i. 


At 1 p. m. Ihe same day we left Jeru- 


salem, in all probability never to see it 
again. Liking the old road that Christ 
and his | arents must have talien nearly 
nvo thoii. and years before, we passed in 
.1 short tune the extensive workshops of 
the London Sncii ty for tho Cunvernlon 
of tho Jews, which ia the moat success- 
ful-— bi't'iiuv the- most practical—Chris- 
tian agei cy ever at work ill Palestine. 
Gibeah, u here the prophet Samuel lived 
mid died, and 
Kiiinali, where ho was 


born, wcic soon passed, Ulld xvc came to 
liocroth. This ia tin- place of which it is 
said that there the child Jesus was 
missed b. his parents on tho nt'Ciision of 
their 
return 
trip 
from 
Jerusalem, 


where they had taken him, at 13 
years old, to assume, after the cus- 
tom 
of hoys of 
his age, the re- 


sponsibilities of active membership in 
the Jewisli church. Hence they returned 
'to Jerusalem, seeking him sorrowing, to 


lind him Kitting at the feet of thelearftoc 
men who were accustomed to instruc 
Ilobivw boys on tho occasion which had 
taken him lo the sacred city. Continu 
ing our journey from this point we trav- 
eled four hours longer and then en 
I'unpu] for the night. 
We rested or 


the identical spot where Jacob, lyin^ 
with stones for his pillow, saw in his 
dieams a ladder bet up on the earth, the 
top of it reaching to heaven, and 01 
which angels of God ascended and do 
sceitded. Judging from Dr. Taluiagu's 
appearance next morning his sleep was 
unbroken by visions.

At Sliiloh one reflects upon 
iit hai ing been in the days of the Judges 
tbo Jerusalem of the religious world 
The ruins occupy a hill beside a poor 
•ullage. 
A Mohammedan mosque, hall 


in ruins, is tho chief fealure of the place. 
Walls of an unknown antiquity show 
where once were chambers. Possibly 
good old Eli lived in a building ol 
which portions of these ruinous walls 
were once a pait; and it may ha%e been 
so that the tabernacle itself rested upon 
them. 
Mounts Kbal and Gcrizim wero 


next visited, where tho choice of bless 
ing and cursing was offered by Joshua 
to the children of Israel, who wisely pre- 
ferred the former and often deserved the 
latter. Jacob's well, which is near Geri- 
x.im, "this mountain," as our Lord called 
that huge hill, lias a great stone over its 
mouth. The mabonry on which Jesus 
sat as he talked to the woman of Sa- 
maria no longer exists, but the well is 
still in use at such times as tho supply of 
water is not cut off by lack of rain. 
It 


is more of a cistern than a well. For 
this reason our Lord compared its water 
with "living water" springing up. A 
hole has been cut through tho middle 
of tho covering stone, large enough 
for skin buckets to be put down into 
tho well through it. Tho well, which is 
now seventy-five feet deep, was much 
deeper before visitors formed tho bad 
habit of throwing stones into it, to hear 
the echo caused by their striking tho bot- 
tom. 
Some learned people suppose that 


when Jacob dug the well it was double 
the depth it is now, and as it is more 
than seven feet across one can form some 
idea of what were the gifts as an engi- 
neer that characterized tho astute Jacob, 
and how rich were tho resources which 
enabled him to carry out his great plan, 
Nablus, tho new city, was Shechem in 
very ancient times and Samaria in our 
Lord's time. It is situated in n fertile, 
well watered valley. 
Woody growths 


cover the bides of surrounding Jiills and 
olive trees adorn the scene in the center 
of which it stands, in considerable beauty, 
as seen from a distance, its domes and 
minarets shining in theraysof tliesun. It 
is quite a manufacturing town, that is for 
the Orient, containing soap and olive oil 
works. 
Inside it is dirty and architect- 


urally disappointing. Some of its streets 
are darkened by arches, as also are some 
in Jerusalem. The chief building in the 
town is a mosque, which was once a 
Christian church. It was built by the 
Crusaders, butnow the crescent triumphs 
over tho cross. 
Dr. Talmage was inter- 


ested to inspect a manuscript of the Pen- 
tateuch, written twelve hundred yours 
before Christ, so it is said, and at Nabl-us 
we encamped for the night. 


We all feel that we have good reason 


to write cheerfully and with much ap- 
preciation of the arrangements made for 
our comfort in the trip we are enjoying. 
They exceed our expectations, and, added 
to the agreeable disappointments in the 
state of the weather, are proper subjects 
of supreme satisfaction. 
One of the 


party, at least, looks like a disappointed 
man, while his heart is filled with grati- 
tude. 
While rainy weather ia but a re- 


mote recollection, our honored leader, 
Dr. Talmage, is booted up to the arm- 
pits. It is impossible for rain to take 
him in an unprepared condition. 
He 


says he began with rubber sandals, then 
asked a friend who had been to the Holy 
Land concerning the prospects of the 
weather, acting under whose advice he 
changed those to rubber shoes. 


Following up the results of the next 


inquiry, he substituted arctics for rubber 
shoes. lie made another change upon 
the urgent representations of a gentle- 
man learned in the needs of oriental 
travel, and this is why his personal be- 
longings include a stock of rubber boots 
large enough for that of a village store. 
These begin with the average length, but 
their longitudinal development exhibits 
successive extensions of two inches at a 
time, until the longest—he is wearing 
them today—are a revelation of the pos- 
sibilities in boots and in the personal 
qualifications for wearing them.

On the margin 
of several pages are the dates of births, 
deaths and marriages. The first of these 
gives 17:!9 as the) ear of Mr. Bluefield's 
father's birth, while the last records the 
death last year of James Caxlon, of Ba- 
ton Rouge, agod 70. This last named was 
a griimlbon of the surviving William 
liluelield, and his age ami relationship 
are strong proofs of tho correctness of 
the old gentleman's el.dm. 


When 70 years of age William emi- 


grated to the EOUI-CO of the Haw river, in 
North Carolina, where he married Mar- 
tha Welts in 1793. At her death, which 
occurred in less than one year after the 
marriage, he went to Kentucky, where 
he led a wild and nomadic life until 
182S,when lie came to middle Tennessee. 
During his stay of thirty-five years in 
Kentucky ho met Daniel Boone several 
times. On one occasion he stopped with 
Col. 
Boone six weeks at Boonesborough, 


a short time before lioone's departure for 
Missouri.—Cumberland City (Tenn.)Cor. 


Dr. Gcore« Rnnrdmiui's Itlbte Teaching!. 


Dr. George D. Board man, an eminent 


Baptist pastor in Philadelphia, has re- 
cently 
completed 
a 
comprehensive 


scheme of systematic expository Bible 
teaching in his church, such as few min- 
isters have ever been able to accomplish. 
He has gone regularly through the books 
of the Bible from Hrst to last, delivering 
bis di .courses on the Old Testament on 
Sunday mornings, and on the New Tes- 
tament on Wednesday evenings, the en- 
tire «ork covering a period of nearly 
twfiiu-livo years. He has received.con- 
gratulatory letters from such eminent 
ministers us Mr. Spurgeon and others on 
the completion of this gigantic enter- 
prise. 
Few Christian ministers would 


have the disposition to undertake such a 
task, and few who might undertake it 
would be able to persevere to the end, 
and fewer still could have the opportu- 
nity because of frequent changes in the 
pastorate and other unfavorable condi-^ 
tions 
The peculiar talent required for' 


expository discourse especially, in order 
to sustain 
such a service regularly 


through many years, is possessed by few 
preacl ters. 


Intellectual Training and Aloralfl. 


On tho one hand it is evident that the 


successful training of the mind increases 
the power of perceiving the force and the 
benefits of moral obligations. But, on 
tho other hand, itis doubtful if such train- 
ing does anything whatever to increase 
tho power of resisting impulses of an im- 
moral kind. It has to be admitted, there- 
fore, that in an intellectual education, 
pure and simple, there is very little moral 
power. It is for this reason that the aver- 
age intelligence in our reformatories anc 
penitentaries falls so little below, if in- 
deed it falls at all below, the average in- 
telligence of the community at large. 
Something more than a knowledge ol 
evil is necessary to prevent evil. 
Evi- 


dently, then, the only way to improve 
morality is either to strengthen the moral 
impulses, or, on the other hand, to weaken 
the forces tending to immorality. Does 
college life accomplish these ends? If il 
is wisely conducted I should say, unques- 
tionably yes.—President C. K. Adams in 
Forum.

"Can you direct me to the Richardson 


neighborhood?" said a newspaper man, 
tramping along a dusty country road 
last summer. 
Two farmers leaned on 


their rakea and looked at each other in- 
quiringly. 


'Ricliardson 
neighborhood? 
Never 


heard o' no such place. Guess you must 
mean the Coop. Used to a Richardson 
live there once." 


It is just this way all over New Eng- 


tand. Every township is subdivided into 
localities and neighborhoods bearing odd 
Kid distinctive names. Often they are 
more than odd; they are quaint and ec- 
centric, and sometimes laughable. This 
same Coop was bounded on the east by 
fte Rock o' Dundee, on the north by the 
3ity, a solitary house, standing where 
four roads met, and on the west by Shada- 
;ee. 
And so it is in every town, there is 


an unwritten geography of New England. 


THE HOO'S GREASE. 


Boston may have at one time been 


Jessed with queer subdivisions of thia 
sort, but they have now nearly all been 
swallowed up in the North End, the West 
End, the South End, etc. 
Lynn, on the 


other hand, abounds with them. There 
are Rail Hill, Breed's End. Blood Swamp, 


Light Hill, Pan Swamp, Vinegar 


Hill, Sadler's Bock and "PuMingTHill. 
This last name came to be applied from 
the fact that the father of Preserved 
Sprague, who lived in this section, was 
noted for the quality of his puddings. 
What is now Market square was once 
known as Kite End. It received its name 
at the hands of the late Joshua C. Oliver, 
who published a little sheet known as 
The Tattler, and, out of spite, he nick- 
named the locality Kite End, and its peo- 
ple Kite Enders. 


Manchester, N. H., boasts of a section 


known as the Barbary Coast, a name 
given it by an old sailor. Here too, are 
found Jacob's Ladder, Pig Village and 
Phinenton square. The city itself has 
been variously known as Harrytown, 
Tyngston, Derryfield and Nomoskeag. 


In the suburbs of Bangor, He., on the 


line of the old Veazie railroad, is a vil- 
lage still known as Hogtown. 
Years 


ago, when the railroad was in full opera- 
fe>n »nd tmiiio used to df ag lazily along 
between Bangor and Oldtown, a terrible 
accident occurred there one morning. A 
woman living near the track was the 
happy possessor of a very large hog, and 
the animal in its meanderings came 
upon the road in front of an advancing 
train. The hog had never been accus- 
tomed to turn out for anything, and did 
not propose to commence with a trifling 
thing like an engine. It therefore held 
its ground, and a dying hog was soon 
rolling down the embankment. 


The train stopped, as was its custom 


upon all occasions, even to allow a pas- 
senger to alight and cut a twig. Out 
came an angry woman, brandishing her 
arms and wildly calling upon the con- 
ductor of the train to pay for the fatally 
injured porker. In those days the con- 
ductor of the line was of as much im- 
portance as the general manager, and he 
flatly refused to pay for the hog, saying 
that the owner ought to haye kept him 
away from tho track. This settled the 
matter, and ho started his train and left 
her. 
When that train returned, how- 


ever, there was sorrow on board. The 
woman had taken the fat from the hog, 
and for a long distance had greased the 
rails so that it was impossible to pass the 
place. None of the modern appliances 
for surmounting such obstacles were 
then known, and the train was hopeless- 
ly stalled. A crew was employed to help 
the trainmen, and it took hours to clean 
the grease from the rails so that the train 
could proceed. Since that time the place 
has been called Hogtown. 


OTEEB ODD NAMES. 


To everybody in the city of Portland 


the neighboring town of Capo Elizabeth 
is known by the simpler name of Poo- 
duck. This is a contraction of its an- 
cient Indian name of Purpooduck. 
Augusta lias among its subdivisions 
Rotten Row, Slab City, Mud Mills, and 
Britt's Gully. 
Suburban Lewiston is 


made up of "patches." There are the 
Baby patch, the Strawberry patch, the 
Bleachery Hill patch, the Foundry patch, 
Water street patch, and the Gais House 
p^tch. 
jJT Sortsmoutli, N. H., has its oddly named 
localities, and these have been well de- 
scribed in Thomas Bailey Aldrich's 
"Story of-a Bad Boy." 
One of the best 


known is Christian Shore. The name of 
the district ia supposed to have come 
from some early settler named Christian, 
who lived upon and owned the land on 
that side of Strawberry Bank creek, as 
the inlet now called the North pond waa 
named by the early colonist. 


In Providence, R. I., and its vicinity 


there are locations known by some pe- 
culiar names that are not to be found in 
the maps or directories. There are Squaw 
Hollow, Chicken Foot alley, Bulldog 
square, Shoo Fly Village, 
Maiden's 


Prayer park and a variety of others lesa 
familiar to the general public. 


In this state Gloucester is especially 


rich in these queer localities. Loblolly 
cove is situated on the eastern side of the 
cape, and w;'s probably the scene of an 
old time least, at which "loblolly," a 
dish made I'rom Indian meal, was the 
bill of fare. Cat pond is probably named 
from the plant called "pussy willow," 
•which grew on its margin. 
Donefudg- 


ing is the name applied to that strip of 
Squam river between the cut bridge and 
tho old town landing. There are various 
derivations of this. 
One is that, the 


river being shallow near this locality, 
the boatmen in the olden time, who used 
poles to propel their crafts, were done 
("fudging" or propelling with their poles 
,wlieii ll>e deep water in thia vicinity was 
reached. Goose cove, on the northern 
Bide of the cape, was probably so called 
from the tame geeso which were kept in 
that place.—Boston Dispatch in New

PARISIAN MEAT MARKETS. 


Sonae or the Tricks of the Merchants—flow 


Their Prices Vary. 


Though it may seem an easy job to 


drop into half a dozen shops and by a 
few smart questions ascertain the price 
of provisions in Paris, the task, how- 
ever, is not quite so easy as at first sight 
appears. In the price of meat, for in- 
stance, there is no standard apparent. 
If yon ask the price of a leg of mutton 
in the Saint Honore quarter, the butcher 
will let you have the joint at about 
twenty-four cents a pound. 
In the 


Champs Elysecs quarter I have been 
asked, at a fasli ion able butcher's, for a 
similar joint, thirty-eight cents, under 
pretext that it was pre sale—lamb fed 


salt marshes, or Southdown, which 


is mere humbug. 
I have dined in the 


evening with a French family in the 
Montmartre quarter, and on admiring 
the toothsomeness of the gigot—which 
;he French roast to perfection—I have 
seen informed it there cost eighteen 
<jeats a pound! Now mark tiiat these 
ihree precisely similar joints were each 
sought in a butcher's shop, and not bar- 
gained for in a market, where competi- 
;ion often lowers the price. Yet even in 
;hese three cases I found a difference of 
above 100 per cent 


These fashionable dealers lay out their 


meat in the most tempting manner on 
white marble slabs. It is cut into the most 
enticing portions, and displayed in such 
a clean and delicate way as to render the 
siglit of it a pleasing object. The shops 


which these ruby colored, dainty bits 


are sold are, for the most part, lined with 
white tiles, which give them a very clean 
appearance. The outside is highly gilt, 
with red railings, and the favorite joints, 
luch as the legs of mutton, are hung up 
in rows, enveloped, like bouquets, in cut 
japer, and decorated with green bay 
:eaves and pink paper rosea. Artificial 
towers are strewed amongst loins and 
shoulders of mutton; and cutlets, divest- 
ed of gross fat, lie ready to be dressed, 
while every other object likely to hide 
and overcome the unsighjUiness of the 


trade is cunningly paracTed to invite cus- 
tom. 
I have oven seen a small calf, 


opened and thoroughly cleansed, hung 
up in a most becoming manner, whilo a 
veil of apparently fine lace, entirely 
made, or rather cut, out of a certain por- 
tion of its inside, has been gracefully 
thrown over the carcass. 


The meat eaten in Paris is divided into 


two parts—that brought as livestock, 
slaughtered and cut up in the Paris abat- 
toirs, or slaughter houses, and that cut 
up in the provinces, tho coarse pieces of 
which are eaten on the spot, and tho 
best forwarded by express train to tho 
Halles, or Central markets, and from 
there Bent to the butchers' shops. 


The charcutier, or pork bulcher, fol- 


lows a trade almost unknown to us. At 
his shop every object of pig meat, potted 
meat and other appetizing articles for 
breakfast and lunch may be purchased, 
as well as turkeys, capons, and even par- 
Uid^ea stalled -with truillca, at certain 
seasons of the year. You can here buy a 
single slice of ham or a sausage, cooked 
or uncooked. You may purchase a first 
rate pate do Strasburg for §0, or obtain a 
slice of it for twenty cents. 
Truffles, 


olives, sardines, tongues and cotolottes 
of every description, pigs' feet, bread 
crumbed and truffled, lie ready for imme- 
diate cooking; cold roast pork, sausages 
made of wild boar, and a hundred other 
luxuries tempt you, and always stand en- 
ticingly placed to whet your appetite. 


The average market price of pork last 


year was sixteen cents a pound. As for 
the meat, this is, of course, the wholesale 
price current by auction at tho central 
markets. 


Fish, though it may appear extraor- 


dinary, can be found eveu fresher here 
than in London. 
Since the establish- 


ment of railways all tho French fishing 
towns have apparently agreed to scud up 
some nine-tenths of their tako to tho 
French metropolis. Add to this an al- 
most incredible supply daily received 
from England and Belgium, as well as the 
produce of the French rivers, and the 
ample quantities of this delicacy may, to 
a certain extent, be accounted for.—Paria 
Letter in New York Star. 


The Care of Fine Books. 


A representative of The American 


Analyst called upon a well known biblio- 
pole of New York city for information 
respecting the care of fine books. 
A 


book, said the expert, is a delicate or- 
ganization, whose foes are perpetually 
endeavoring to destroy it, and its foes 
are simply legion. Water, moisture 01 
dampness, on the one hand, and exces- 
sive dryness on the other, are both ex- 
tremely injurious. A high temperature 
dries paper, parchment and leather, and 
renders them very brittle. In the oppo- 
site direction, great cold affects books in 
the same manner, but to a much smaller 
extent. For this reason a Swede or a 
Canadian has a harder time with hie 
library than a Frenchman, an English- 
man or an American. 


But the hardest tinfo of all ia c.xptui- 


enced by tne residents of hot climates 
like southern India, Egypt, Brazil and 
Colombia. 
Another dangerous enemy 


to all books is what is usually termed 
mold. This is not a simple vegetable 
growth, as is popularly believed. Micro- 
scopists have discovered over 100 species 
of mold with which libraries are afflict- 
ed. Some attack paper; others parch- 
ment; some fatten on sheepskin, while 
others prefer morocco for a diet. There 
is hardly a substance of any sort used in 
bookmaking but what has anywhere 
from two to ten different molds, which 
find in it a home or a source of nourish- 
ment. Insects are a cause of endless 
trouble. Flies and spiders merely soil 
books; moths and butterflies lay eggs 
whibii hatch into voracious and destruct- 
ive larvae. These do any amount of 
damage,

What Speaker Heed Did. 


It is provided in parliamentary bodies 


that a quorum shall bo necessary to 
transact business, and the number neces- 
sary to constitute a quorum is named. 
With some parliamentary bodies two- 
thirds of tho mouibcra form n quorum. 
In the nntiun.il house a simple majority 
of tho members are entitled constitu- 
tionally to transact business. 


-\ simple majority is therefore suffi- 


cii'iit to control a minority almost as 
lar^e as itself. In such case, to hinder 
measures obnoxious to it from being 
passed, the minority party resorts to 
en ry parliamentary device to nrcvenf 
votes being taken, and wins for itself the 
name of obstructionists. A favorite way 
is l<>refrain from voting. Then, though 
the members of tho house might all be 
in (heir seats, the record would show 
thai there «as not a majority of the 
members voting, consequently the point 
could bi> made that no quorum was pres- 
ent. Time and again both Republican 
and Democratic minorities have resorted 
to this method of obstructing legislation, 
wln-n a bill they opposed would other- 
wise have passed. 
For a hi>—'«wI years 


it li;ia been a recognized parliamentary 
met hod of defeating legislation. 


S|ieaker Reed made an innovation. 


No rules for the government of the house 
had as yet been adopted in the Fifty-first 
congress. In the absence of such rules 
lie declared that he had the right to 
make such parliamentary rulings as he 
chose. In the Smith-Jackson contested 
election case, the Democratic minority 
refrained from voting, so that no quorum 
could be counted.

Col. McMurdo was an Ameri- 


can citizen, and he built the railway 
through Portuguese territory with Eng- 
lish money, under a grant from the king 
of Portugal. It was thus an affair of 
three nations. 


Col. McMurdo struggled with difficul- 


ties in a way that was nothing less than 
heroic, but at length the road was built, 
and became a paying investment. See- 
ing this, the Portuguese government, 
with that iinparallelotl ohoolc for which 
it is distinguished in our time, prepared 
to take tho property away from him. 


McMurdo had borne hardships and 


trials till he could endure no more, and, 
under the stress of this outrage, one 
day he fell dead of paralysis. Portugal 
thought that ended the matter. But it 
did not. McMurdo left a pretty, plucky 
American wife. He had been devoted 
to her and had bestowed on her every 
luxury. 


After his death the pretty, plucky 


widow dried her tears and vowed to get 
back the property which had cost him 
his life. Dressed in her widow's weeds, 
she hurried to America and laid the case 
before Secretary Blaine.

The Bobbing of Dry Stick* Together In 


the Favorite Method—Crude Inventions 
Which Require a Dexterous Hand to 
Operate—Tlie Totterr and Fungus Plan. 


Ono of the first things every child 


learns alout fire is that certain savage 
races produce it by the rubbing of two 
sticks. 
Delightfully simple us tho de- 


scription of the process is, any ono who 
lias tried to i>erform the operation "will 
certify that it is by no means an easy 
one, and very likely will afturward de- 
clare fervently upon ontli that the tiring 
cannot I* done. Many travelers have 
tried, uivler tho most auspicious circum- 
stances- in countries where the produc- 
tion of fire in this manner i.»4" every 
any use, wilh a gfinning iiativcy^rchoose 
tho weapons and give a practical exhi- 
bition of his own skill—and after many 
joint nn 1 muscle aching experiments 
have gm;n up the attempt in a state of 
luind bordering on temporary insanity. 
"Wo ourselves," writes a traveler, "have 
been successful just often enough to un- 
derstand tho uncertainty of tlio opera- 
tion." 


JUDGMENT AND DEXTERITY. 


In the first place judgment is required 


in clioofcing the sticks. Tho immense 
variety of tropic vegetation furnishes 
many sorts that answer the purpose, but 
many alto tliat will not; an expert some- 
times may be long in Hading two species 
suitable. Ono must be light and soft, 
tho other heavy, of close texture, and 
I Kith mubt bo dry. 
Upon tho heavy bit 


he cuts two grooves, in the form of a 
cross, iixos it tight—with his prohensivu 
toes proliably—sharpens tho light hit, 
places it in Ihe intersections of the cross, 
and twirls it oteuilily between his palms. 
Gradually tinder forms, in the Bhapo of 
dust, which drops down the grooves in a 
tiny heap on either Hide. If the twirling 
bo interrupted for a second that repre- 
sents so much waste time, which must 
bo reco\ered at enormous interest. 1C 
tho hea\y piece shifts the tinder is dis- 
placed. 


l!ut tho power of originating fire in 


this manner wilh facility is not an ac- 
complishment possessed by every one, 
even in tlio countries whore tho practice 
exists, The inhabitantsof the tropics do 
not always depend wholly upon their 
two slicks; among many tribes they are 
nothing Imt a last resort. They havo 
other methods of producing fire. 
A na- 


tive carries in his betel box perhaps a 
fragment of hard pottery and .1 morsel 
oC dry fungus. 
Fixing a bitof the latter 


in the hollow of the former, and holding 
it down with the thumb—in such a way 
that il follows Ihc edge—ho smartly 
strikes his box. which is bamboo, of 
course, j.ist as if ho were handling flint 
and steel. The fungus tinder is glowing 
in an instant. 


Tho friction methods in use in differ- 


ent p.arls of the world are various. 
One 


of tho simplest is with the stick and 
groove—a blunt pointed stick being run 
along a groovo of its own making in a 
piece of wood lying on tho ground. 
In 


Tahiti Sir. Darwin saw a native- produce 


(ire in a few seconds, hut only succeeded 
himself lifter much labor. This device 
iscuiplovcd in New Zealand, tho Sand- 
wich Islands, Tonga, Samoa and the 
Itadack Islands. Instead of rubbing the 
movable stick backward and forward, 
other tribes make it rotate rapidly in a 
round hulo in the stationary piece of 
wood, in tho manner referred to, thus 
making, as happily designated, a fire 
drill. This device has been olserved in 
Australia, Karnschatka, Sumatra arid 
tho Carolines, among the Yeddahs of 
Ceylon, throughout a groat part of South 
Africa, among the Esquimaux and In- 
dian tribes of North America, in the 
West Indies, in Central America and as 
far south as the Straits of Magellan. It 
was also employed by the ancient Mexi- 
cans, and Mr. Taylor gives a quaint pict- 
ure of tin) operation from Slexicau MS., 
in which a man, half kneeling on the 
ground, is causing Ihe stick to rotate be- 
tween HID palms of his own hands. This 
simple method of rotation seems to be 
generally in use, but various devices 
have been resorted to for tho pur|>ose of 
diminishing the labor and hastening the 
result. 


THE FIltE DRILL. 


Tho Guacho of the Pampas takes "an 


plastic stick about eighteen inches long, 
presses ono end to his breast and the 
other in Ihe hole in a piece of wood, and 
then rapidly turns the curved part like 
I carpenter's center bit." 
In other cases 


tho rotation is altccted by means of a 
cord or thong wound round the drill and 
pulled alternately by this end and that. 


A further advance was made by some 


North American Indians, who appear to 
havo applied tho principle of the bow 
frill, and the still more ingenious pump 
drill was used by tho Iroquois Indians. 
For a full description of these instru- 
ments wt must refer the reader to Mr. 
Taylor's valuable chapter in his "Ke- 
Jcarches.'1 These methods of producing 
Ire arc but rarely used in Europe, and 
only in connection with superstitious ob- 
tervanccH. 


We read in Wuttke that some time 


ago the authorities of a Slecklenberg Til- 
lage ordered a wild fire to be lighted 
against the murrain among the cattle. 
For two hours they strove vainly to ob- 
tain a spark, but the fault was not as- 
cribed to the quality of the wood or to 
the dampness of the atmosphere, but to 
the stubbornness of an old lady who, ob- 
jecting to the superstition, would not 
put out her night light. Such a fire to 
be efficient must burn alone. At last the 
itrong minded woman was compelled to 
give in; fire was obtained, but of bad 
juality, for it did not stop tho murrain, 


A belief in the peculiar virtues of firo 


obtained by the friction of wood has at 
me time or another prevailed among na- 
lions of Indo-European race, and not 
many years ago the obtaining of need 
Hire) was practiced in the Highlands of 
Scotland. One of its principal virtues 
Has always been considered to be its ef- 
iciency against disease.—Fireman, Lon- 
lon. 


Who Was Lord Chesterfield's Sonf 


To turn to that feature.in Lord Chester- 


ield's life which has impressed itself 
most strongly on the world at largo—his 
relations with his son—we find that, for 
the lust quarter of his Ijfe, Lord Chester- 
field lived almost entirely for his son (tho 
issue of u liaison with a French woman 
of the name of Du Boucliet). This young 
person is much to be pitied. He is one 
of the moat eminent victims of parental 
ambition, the determination that is, to 
make a son what you think you would 
like him to be, not that he was born to 
be. What Philip Stanhope might have 
been, we need not waste our time in 
guessing. Nothing rery striking, prob- 
ably. At best he seems to have shown 
signs of being an inferior Gibbon; his 
father is always telling him tlmt he 
spends too much time over his books, so 
that probably he had a real taste for eru- 
dition. Hut that was not al all Lord 
Chesterfield's idea of a man. 
"The clois- 


tered pedant," "the illiberal pedant," is 
the object of his unceasing suorn. He 
determined that his son should lead the 
same sort of life that he had led, but be 
BO much more successful in thjafc he should 


havcliaxl tho advantage of all Lord Ches- 
terfield's experience. 


Unfortunately, the scheme of educa- 


tion which he devised was far from well 
adapted to carry out these ideas. At 
its root there was a fundamental error. 
Lord Chesterfield held a theory, of which 
he flattered himself he was a living ex- 
ample, tha*t everything except poetry can 
be acquired, and, as in one place he 
thanks God that neither he nor his son 
was born to be a poet, for practical pur- 
poses he may be said to have believed 
that everything, not merely facts, but 
feelings, not only outward habits, but 
frames of mind, only waited for a vigor- 
ous will to summon them and take pos- 
session. This was a radical error of his, 
but he believed it with all his heart and 
soul. It is wrong, but nevertheless it 
may be a highly useful lesson to teach 
while the mind is in its acquisitive stage. 
Then it may act as a powerful stimulus, 
but it may bo abused, and Lord Chester- 
field certainly abused it.—Temple Bar. 


Joking -with Sea Culls. 


Sea birds are always interesting ob- 


jects to voyagers. They follow a Tessel 
sometimes all the way across, ever rest- 
less and untiring. The gulls particular- 
ly, with their long, swift wings, realize 
tho highest powers of endurance and fly 
with c?se against the severest storms. 
Some say that these birds never visit the 
earth except to deposit their eggs; other 
wise they live constantly between the sea 
and the sky. 
In fine weather they fly 


i high in the air, descending with great 


, rapidity to seize the fishes on the surface 


of the water.

The symmetry and strength of 
the 


• gulls are remarkable, showing how na- 


ture has adapted them in CTery particu- 
lar for tho purpose of long flight. Their 


' pectoral or breast muscles are one solid 


mass of firm, hard muscle, and their 
bones are hollow, having no marrow in 
thorn. Sleep is not necessary to them, 
or, rather, they rest upon thoir wings 
and allow themselves to bo cradled by 
tho breezes, whose violence neither wor- 
ries nor frightens them. On the other 
hand, they seem to feel a fierce delight 
in the fury of tho storm, which, con- 
vulsing tho waves, brings up tho dead 
fishes and mollusks. 


Sailors are very fond of playing off a 


joke upon the gulls which are always 
hovering about tho ships. They take 
throe or four pieces of sail twine about 
six foot in length, these are tied together 
in the middle, and to tho end of each a 
small piece of blubber or fat is attached 
tightly and then thrown into tho sea, A 
gull comes along and 
swallows one 


' piece; another then sees there is plenty 


to spare and swallows the next; perhaps 
a third bird takes possession of another, 
but as they are all attached to tho sail 
yarns, whenever they try to fly away 
one or the other is compelled to disgorge 
his share, and this is continued to the 
tantalizing suspense of tho poor gulls 
and tho groat fun of the passengers and 
sailors.—Ocean,

The extent to which 


it exists in certain candies may be eur 
raised by an incident which occurred

Louis made a claim against the South 


i Shore lino for damages done a certain 


lot of lozenges manufactured by a Bos-
